Remembering Larry Scofield 


Larry R. Scofield: Falls City, OR 
Oct 22, 1936 - Nov 5, 2019 


Larry Rex Scofield of Falls City passed away at the age of 83 on November 5 at home on 
his farm. Born in Portland, he was the son of the late Rex and Ruth Scofield. Larry 
graduated Roseburg High, attended La Sierra University in California and then joined the 
Coast Guard. He participated in whale and bird surveys and studies in the Arctic Ocean. 
He went on to obtain his master’s degree at the University of Massachusetts in wildlife 
biology. After working six years for the State of Massachusetts Fisheries Department, he 


returned to Oregon on the west coast and bought himself a small farm in Falls City. 


Larry had a passion for ecology and the environment. He enjoyed wildlife, botany, and 
birding. Larry was a Botanist at the Bureau of Land Management (BLM) Salem District 
from 1977 - 1999. He vigilantly protected rare plants and their habitats and enhanced 
our knowledge of them by promoting inventory, monitoring, and research. He helped 
save three wild and scenic rivers, one wilderness area, and the Columbia Gorge National 
Scenic area. We can thank Larry for the existence of 25 Areas of Critical Environmental 
Concern and Research Natural Areas, most notably Valley of the Giants, Sandy River 
Gorge, and Mary’s Peak. Members of the Native Plant Society of Oregon have enjoyed 


many field trips to these places with Larry. 


Another legacy of his accomplishments is his tutelage of many aspiring botanists whom 
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he took under his wing as volunteers, interns, and seasonal botanists. Many of these 
established careers as botanists in BLM, US Forest Service, and state agencies, carrying 


on Larry’s spirit of conservation across Oregon and Washington. 


Larry is survived by his wife, Ruth Knobloch Scofield, brother Dr. Melvin Livingood, 
Mesquite, NV, sister Carolyn Scofield, Vancouver, WA, sister, Sharon Davis, Gladstone, 
OR, daughter Lucinda Holzman, son Bryan Scofield, daughter Heather Merrill, daughter 
Stephanie Crary and 17 grandchildren.

Program: Shiny Geranium: A highly aggressive invasive plant threatens the 
biodiversity of the Klamath-Siskiyou Ecoregion 

BLM botanist Cecile Shohet will present on a new noxious weed in SW Oregon, shiny 
geranium (Geranium lucidum). In her own words: 

"| first encountered Shiny Geranium in a conifer/hardwood forest in the Upper Applegate 
Watershed. Alarmed would be sugar coating my reaction. This isn’t the Willamette 
Valley or the Olympics. The Klamath-Siskiyou Bioregion doesn’t have naturalized annual 
geraniums which dominate the herbaceous layer in our closed canopy native forests. 
Now we do. Is it possible to control this species, eradicate it from high priority sites, and 
keep it from naturalizing?” Come learn about the physiology, taxonomy, and ecology of 
Shiny Geranium. Discuss possible treatment methods. Find out its current range in the 
Rogue Valley and learn how to play a role in reporting new sites of this early detection- 
rapid response invasive. This is an opportunity to become involved in the Shiny Geranium 
Working Group. Consider playing a role in a committed educated community effort in the 
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conservation of native flora. Location: Southern Oregon University Science Building, 
Room 161. Free and open to the public.

Program: The Land Steward & Oregon Master Naturalist Programs 

Join botanist and OSU faculty Rachel Werling for a taste of two engaging learning 
opportunities offered through OSU’s Southern Oregon Research and Extension Center 
(SOREC). The Land Steward and Oregon Master Naturalists (OMN) programs are both 
dynamic field-based courses dedicated to improving stewardship of our region. Both are 
volunteer programs. The Master Naturalist program has two parts. The nine-week online 
course is an overview of the state’s ecology.

fall. This program focuses on how to care for the land you live on. Eight field days take 
participants to local properties with experienced land owners and natural resource 
experts showcasing management practices around forest health, fire preparedness, 
streams, wildlife habitat, pastures, soils, rural economics, and infrastructure. Location: 
Southern Oregon University Building, Room 161. Free and open to the public.

Program: Public Land Grazing in the Siskiyou Mountains 

Siskiyou Chapter Conservation Chair, Suzie Savoie, will give a presentation about public 
land grazing in the Siskiyou Mountains.

Aislinn Adams reframed her perspective on native plants and Oregon history after 
learning about the indigenous ecological wisdom of the Northwest tribes. Join Aislinn, a 
cultural ecology instructor for the Straub Outdoor School Program, for a challenging and 
more inclusive narrative.

Ecological Restoration and Conservation of Willamette Valley, Coast Range, and 
Coastal Landscapes 


In June 1842, Charles Wilkes of the United States Exploring Expedition (1838-1842) 
described what is now Yamhill County’s Eola Hills as being “covered with wallflowers, 
lupine, scilla, and quantities of ripe strawberries.” Another member of the expedition 


wrote in his journal of a “prairie all luxuriantly clothed in a rich and heavy coat of 
vegetation and latterly clothed in flowers, the upland in yellow and the valleys in 
purple.” As is true elsewhere in the Willamette Valley, historically extensive prairies and 
oak savannas have been replaced by urban, commercial, and agricultural development, 
with only a small fraction of the historic landscape remaining. But recent years have 
shown a resurgence in restoring degraded landscapes and protecting what remains. This 
is the focus of the 2020 NPSO Annual Meeting hosted by the Cheahmill Chapter. 


When early explorers arrived in the area, they recognized that the Valley and 
surrounding landscapes were not (in modern parlance) climatic climax communities. For 
example, they were at a loss to explain the presence of such extensive prairies in the 
Valley when the climate indicated it should be forested. When members of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company entered the Willamette Valley in September 1826 on their annual trapping 
expedition south to California, they encountered extensive burning by indigenous 
peoples. David Douglas, botanist and member of the expedition, exclaimed that there 
“was not a single blade of grass” on which to feed their horses and lamented that fire 
was “highly unfavorable to botanizing”! On his return in November, he encountered an 
altered landscape, now green, “open, rich, level and beautiful.” 


In fact, Native Americans had been managing the landscape for millennia, primarily 
through their use of fire, which kept the valley, foothills, and surrounding forests in 
early seral stages. This, in turn, made for a more efficient deer hunt and made it easier 
to gather traditional foods, such as acorns. Fire created environments that encouraged 
the regrowth of culturally important plants used in basketry, such as hazel, and 
increased the future yields of foodplants, including camas bulbs, tarweed seed, and 
many species of berries. Coast Range forests, too, were burned primarily to encourage 
the growth of berries, such as salal, red huckleberry and salmonberry, and to clear 
travel routes, especially along ridges. 


Today, less than 10% of the pre-settlement forest and less than 1% of the prairie and oak 
savanna landscapes remain. Recently, conservationists have worked to preserve what 
remains and, where possible, to restore degraded areas. 


Because the Confederated Tribes of Grand Ronde (CTGR) are actively involved in 
restoring native habitats and growing culturally important native species for introduction 
to degraded landscapes on their ceded lands, we chose to focus on some of their efforts. 
This includes hosting the meeting at the Spirit Mountain Lodge, featuring CTGR speakers 
on Friday night, and visiting sites where the tribes have partnered with others for 
restoration, including the Institute for Applied Ecology and the USFWS. On Friday night, 
short presentations will feature Lucia Summers, Oregon’s first resident botanist, who 
lived in the area shortly after the Grand Ronde Reservation was created (Ed Alverson, 
Lane County Natural Areas Coordinator), tribal efforts to grow culturally important 
native plants (Jeremy Ouja, Native Plant Nursery Supervisor), their use of fire for habitat 
restoration (Colby Drake, Silviculturalist/Fire Protection Program Manager), and how the 
academic field of restoration ecology is informing their practices (Lindsay McClary, 
Restoration Ecologist). 


In his banquet presentation on Saturday night, Ed Alverson will add historical perspective 
to our theme of contemporary restoration and conservation. Historical records, 
reconstructed from government land surveys in the 1850s, serve as benchmarks for how 
to best manage these lands today. 


Situated between the Willamette Valley and the coast, The Spirit Mountain Lodge in 
Grand Ronde is an ideal central location for our meeting. We offer field trips in the 
valley, at the coast, and in the Coast Range, including oak savannas, prairies, coastal 
forests, beaches, and estuaries. Many of the field trips visit restoration areas or are 
actively managed for culturally significant plant species or for the protection of state 
and federally listed species. Because wine production is a major agricultural land use in 
the Valley, several trips include a visit to a winery committed to protecting and restoring 
prairies and oak savannas on their lands.

2020 NPSO Annual Meeting Field Trips

All field trips depart from the Spirit Mountain Lodge main entrance (information on 
alternative meeting places for some field trips is available in the full trip description on 
the meeting website). Carpooling is encouraged (in some cases, parking is limited), and 
expenses should be divided among passengers. Since the weather may change from 
morning to afternoon and may differ from low elevation to mountaintop, especially in 
the Coast Range and at the coast, we recommend dressing in layers and carrying a rain 


jacket; rain and fog are to be expected. 


Friday Afternoon Field Trips: 
1:00-4:00 PM (gather at the Lodge entrance at 12:30 PM) 


1. Native Plant Garden at McMinnville Library. Easy. Stroll in the garden to see 67 


species of plants indigenous to the Willamette Valley and surrounding low 


elevation Cascade and Coast Ranges. Established in 1999, the garden is maintained 
by volunteers from the Cheahmill Chapter and Master Gardeners. 

2. Erratic Rock + Maysara Winery. Easy, 0.5 mile. Walk on paved trail to see an 
erratic rock that floated into the Willamette Valley in an iceberg and was 
deposited on a hillside 250’ above the valley floor. Learn about Ice Age floods that 
brought such rocks to the valley from Canada. Travel a short distance to Maysara 
Winery for a tour of the vineyard and learn about biodynamic farming. 

3. Deer Creek Prairie Park. Easy, 0.5 mile. This is Yamhill County’s most 
biologically diverse park, with upland and wet prairies, beaver ponds, and riparian 
habitats. After many attempts to farm the site, it was abandoned and acquired by 
Yamhill County. It is now a designated mitigation site for enhancement of 
endangered Fender’s blue butterfly populations and its host species, threatened 
Kincaid’s lupine. 

4. Grass ID workshop. Easy. Join Cindy Roché to explore native and introduced 
grasses at Deer Creek Prairie Park. Use her Field Guide to Grasses of Oregon and 
Washington to learn about grass anatomy and the art of using a dichotomous key 
to identify a variety of grasses growing in the park. 

5. Chachalu Museum and Cultural Center. Easy. The museum tells the story of the 
more than 27 tribes and bands of the Confederated Tribes of Grand Ronde and 
honors the Elders who kept traditions alive during Termination. Exhibits tell the 
story of the Missoula Floods, traditional foods and housing, relationship to 
Willamette Falls, and more. 

6. Drift Creek Falls. Easy, 3 miles roundtrip, optional additional 1-mile. Hike 
through a beautiful forest of Douglas fir, western hemlock, western red cedar, and 
other coastal woodland species to cross a 100’ high suspension bridge overlooking 
a spectacular 75’ waterfall as it cascades over columnar basalt. 

7. Grass Mountain at the Sitka Center. Easy, 1-2 miles. Walk through a coastal 
forest and meadows in the Cascade Head Scenic Research Area, an 80-acre site 
newly acquired by the Sitka Center for Art & Ecology. The Center is in the process 
of determining how the property will be used, with an emphasis on promoting 
stewardship of the land and deepening an understanding of ecology through art 


and science.

8. Baskett Slough National Wildlife Refuge (NWR) + Left Coast Winery. Easy. The 
view from this NWR stretches from the Willamette Valley to the foothills of the 
Cascade Range. Varied habitats include wetland, wet and dry prairie, oak 


woodland, and mixed forest. The refuge is home to the largest known population

of Fender’s blue butterfly and its host plant, Kincaid’s lupine. Leaders will discuss 
efforts to improve habitat, reintroduce native plant species, and restore plant 
communities. Following a picnic lunch at Left Coast Winery, we will tour the 


winery’s 200+ acres of ecological compensation areas. 


. Confederated Tribes (CTGR) Plant Nursery + Champoeg State Park. Easy. The 


Plants for People project aims to make culturally important plant species more 
available for restoration projects. In the morning, we will tour the CTGR native 
plant nursery and will hike a short nature trail where these plants have recently 
been established and should be in bloom. In the afternoon, we will visit Champoeg 
State Heritage Area where the Institute for Applied Ecology is helping to restore a 
45-acre prairie that eventually will be a traditional tribal harvest area. 

Masonville + Muddy Valley Habitat Reserves. Easy/moderate, 2 to 3-mile hikes 
at each site. These adjacent sites are managed by the Yamhill Soil & Water 
Conservation District. At Masonville, major habitat types in the Willamette Valley 
(wet and upland prairie, marsh, riparian, white oak savanna, and coniferous 
forest) are being restored. Muddy Valley includes 540 acres of wet prairie, oak 
savanna, mixed forest, and ponds with western pond turtles. Douglas fir was 
removed to restore oak habitat, followed by seeding with native grasses and forbs. 
Both offer excellent examples of how partnerships have enabled a transition to 
high quality habitats. These sites are normally inaccessible to the public. 

Deer Creek Prairie Park + Yamhill Oaks Preserve. Easy 1 mile walk at Deer 
Creek and 1.5 miles at Yamhill Oaks. Deer Creek is Yamhill County’s most 
biologically diverse park, with upland and wet prairies, beaver ponds, and riparian 
habitats. It is a designated mitigation site for enhancement of endangered 
Fender’s blue butterfly populations and its host species, threatened Kincaid’s 
lupine. Yamhill Oaks is a 640-acre remnant upland prairie and oak woodland with 
over 27 at-risk species and is home to one of the largest populations of 
endangered Fender’s blue butterfly. A special feature will be a butterfly tour and 
walk with lepidopterist Paul Hammond. Yamhill Oaks is normally inaccessible to 
the public. 

Basket-Making Workshop. Easy (in Chachalu Museum/Cultural Center lab). Join 
basket makers and teachers Margaret Mathewson, ethnobotanist, and Stephanie 
Wood-Craig, cultural anthropologist, for a workshop on how to construct a simple 
tule rush or cattail basket involving twining and plaiting. They will focus on plant 
materials used in weaving baskets as well as the techniques of basket making. 
Lost Prairie + Saddle Bag Mountain. Easy/moderate. Lost Prairie was designated 
as an Area of Critical Environmental Concern (ACEC) to protect 60 acres of mid- to 
high-elevation sedge fen, sphagnum bog, and beaver marshes in the Oregon Coast 
Range. The fen supports a diverse array of vascular plants and bryophytes that are 


uncommon in coastal coniferous forests of northwestern Oregon. Saddle Bag 
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Mountain Research Natural Area (RNA) occupies 300 acres on the 3,290-foot 
summit and western slopes of the mountain and was established to protect one of 
the last remaining stands of Pacific silver fir in the Oregon Coastal Range. Many of 
the trees at the site are between 250-400 years old. These sites are normally 
inaccessible to the public. 

Salmon River Estuary. Easy. Walk short distances at 2-3 sites. The Estuary forms a 
bay between two basalt headlands. In 1960, salt marshes were diked to exclude 
saltwater to provide areas for pasture. Restoration efforts focus on restoring 
native plant communities and controlling erosion and noxious weeds. The trip will 
visit two restoration projects and discuss what was learned about the recovery of 
native vegetation and the return of juvenile salmon to the estuary. 

Cascade Head Nature Conservancy Preserve. Moderate/strenuous. 4.2 miles, 
700’ elevation gain. Cascade Head is a basalt headland offering a spectacular 
view of the Oregon coast and the Salmon River Estuary. The trail begins with a 
steep climb through a coastal rainforest of Sitka spruce and western hemlock and 
emerges onto a coastal prairie, home to numerous native wildflowers. 

Camp Westwind (beach). Easy, 0.5 mile. Optional hike to High Meadow, 
moderate, 0.5 mile, 360’ elevation gain. Nestled between two basalt headlands, 
the camp sits in a beautiful bay beside the Salmon River Estuary. This field trip 
will focus on plants of the beach, such as sand verbena; the seaside cliffs, such as 
Oregon stonecrop and Tracy’s mistmaiden; the dunes with European beachgrass 
and American dunegrass; and a shore pine forest on older, stabilized dunes. 

Camp Westwind (upland). Moderate, 0.5 mile, 360’ elevation gain. Afternoon 
walk to beach (additional 0.5 miles). Nestled between two basalt headlands, the 
camp sits in a beautiful bay beside the Salmon River Estuary. This field trip begins 
with a hike through a coastal coniferous forest to Lost Lake and High Meadow for a 
spectacular view overlooking the Pacific Ocean. In the afternoon, participants will 
visit the beach with seaside cliffs, dunes, and dune forest. 

Mt. Hebo (driving). Easy, sites accessed from vehicles. This peak in the Coast 
Range is a 2.5-mile long ridge over 3100’ elevation offering panoramic views of the 
ocean and eight Cascade peaks. Soils on the hard, basaltic rocks are shallow, 
covered with mosses, boggy areas with Sphagnum, and numerous wildflowers, such 
as dwarf camas and Cardwell’s penstemon. A short walk through the forest reveals 
fawn lilies, orchids, and more. 

Mt. Hebo (hiking). Moderate, 4 miles, 300’ elevation gain. This peak in the 
Coast Range is a 2.5-mile long ridge over 3100’ elevation offering panoramic views 
of the ocean and eight Cascade peaks. Participants will hike through a beautiful 
coastal forest, visit meadows where two culturally significant species of Vaccinium 


are managed by Forest Service and tribal members, and visit sites with shallow 
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soils on basaltic rocks covered with mosses, boggy areas with Sphagnum, and 
wildflowers, such as dwarf camas and Cardwell’s penstemon. 

High Peak/Moon Creek Research Natural Area. Strenuous, 3-4 miles, 200’ 
elevation gain. Hike through a representative cross-section of low- to mid- 
elevation forest associations in the northern Oregon Coast Range that developed 
following late 19th century wildfires. See 500-year old Douglas-fir, riparian areas 


with alder and maple, and noble fir on the 2980’ summit.

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Native Plant Garden at McMinnville Library. Easy. Stroll in the garden to see 67 
species of plants indigenous to the Willamette Valley and low elevation Cascade 
and Coast Ranges. Established in 1999, the garden is maintained by volunteers 
from the Cheahmill Chapter and Master Gardeners. 

Miller Woods Conservation Area. Easy. Located west of McMinnville in the 
foothills of the Coast Range, Miller Woods includes 130 acres with an extensive 
trail system highlighting a wide array of ecosystems, from oak savanna to conifers 
of varying ages, ponds, and streams that are home to a diverse group of native 
plants, birds, and other wildlife. An on-site native plant nursery provides plants 
for restoration projects. 

Erratic Rock + Maysara Winery. Easy, 0.5 mile. Walk on paved trail to see an 
erratic rock that floated into the Willamette Valley in an iceberg and was 
deposited on a hillside 250’ above the valley floor. Learn about Ice Age floods that 
brought such rocks to the valley from Canada. Travel a short distance to Maysara 
Winery for a tour of the vineyard and learn about biodynamic farming. 

Deer Creek Prairie Park. Easy, 0.5 mile. This is Yamhill County’s most 
biologically diverse park with upland and wet prairies, beaver ponds, and riparian 
habitats.

Program: Restoring Savanna Habitats in the Willamette Valley 

Presenter: Lynda Boyer, Restoration Biologist and Native Plant Manager, Heritage 
Seedlings Inc 

Prairie and Oak Savanna dominated the Willamette Valley landscape a mere 150 years 
ago. We have lost over 99% of this habitat and the wealth of native plants and animals 
that thrived in that ecosystem. Learn more about methods used to restore this precious 
habitat and the vital link between native seed collection and the long-term success of 
that restoration work, especially in the face of climate change. Most of these remnant 
areas are on vulnerable roadsides and private lands that can be lost in the blink of an 
eye (or the dredge of a back-hoe or misuse of herbicides). Prioritizing collection in these 
areas not only ensures these genetics are not lost forever but it helps develop a supply of 
genetically diverse native plant material for restoration of prairie ecosystems in the 
Willamette Valley. The end goal is clear, when we increase native plant diversity, we 
increase insect and bird diversity. A win-win!

Species of the Month: California pipevine

California pipevine 
(Aristolochia californica) 
by Frank Callahan 


This small liana is very rare in Oregon, presently known only from Jackson County. From 
a side view its flower resembles a meerschaum pipe (a smoking pipe made from the 
mineral sepiolite), hence the name "pipevine.” Nonsmokers might think it resembles a 
saxophone. In Jackson County, it occurs in both chaparral and riparian habitats; an 
example of the latter is along Bear Creek in the shrubs under stands of Hinds walnut 
(Juglans hindsii). The flowers produce an unpleasant odor and are pollinated by tiny 
fungus gnats. It is an obligate host species for the Pipevine Swallowtail butterfly (Battus 
philenor), whose larvae feed on the leaves and capsules. All parts of this plant are toxic, 
but not to the Pipevine Swallowtail. As this vine flowers very early, it is often missed by 
botanists in its dense shrub habitat. On my property near Gold Hill it winds into the 
shrubs and up the boles of gray pines (Pinus sabiniana). The plant in the picture was 


snaking its way up an old clothesline, which made it easy to photograph.

A Quick Trip to Hawksie-Walksie 


Because it has become more difficult to explore the spring wildflowers on our local 
public lands, please enjoy this photo journey to one of Oregon's more remote corners.

As a conservation field ecologist, | have the great privilege of working in a wide range of 
Oregon's native plant communities, from the wet prairies of the Willamette Valley to the 
arid sagebrush grasslands of Harney county. In 2019, the conservation research team at 
the Institute for Applied Ecology carried out its first field season of a new Research 
Natural Area (RNA) monitoring program in partnership with the BLM. Our first site was 
Hawksie-Walksie RNA, a remote, upland big sagebrush (Artemisia tridentata) and Idaho 
fescue (Festuca idahoensis) grassland community. 


A typical start (flagged) to a line-point intercept transect, buried in the sagebrush. 


Amidst the snow flurries of early May, my technician and | traveled slowly along 50- 


meter transects recording vegetation “hits” using the common line-point intercept 
method. Every few meters, we also collected plant community data in the form of a half 
square meter plot, identifying and counting individuals of all species present within its 
boundaries. We often found that the longer we stared, the more microscopic plants 
appeared out of the gravelly substrate, two of our favorites being dwarf monkey flower 
(Diplacus nanus) and Nevada gilia (Gilia brecciarum).

Techniques like these allow us to monitor the health of and identify the potential threats 
to the native plant communities of Oregon and our neighbor states, and in turn, how 
changes within these plant communities might influence the health and function of the 
entire ecosystem.

Richard Hilliard, PhD student at Oregon State University, will present, “Investigation of 
Oregon native plants for remediation of trace metals and organic pollutants in 
stormwater". He explains, "Stormwater collects dissolved and particle associated 
pollutants from impervious surfaces and carries these to receiving water bodies, 
degrading their quality. Pollutants of concern include heavy metals, trace organics, 
sediments, and nutrients. Bioswales, rain gardens and vegetative buffers are increasingly 
being used to provide passive treatment of these waters. Inclusion of plants in these 
systems provides potential for phytoremediation, prevention of erosion, increased soil 
porosity, and an aesthetic quality against the built environment. However, our lack of 
fundamental knowledge about treatment provided by plants is preventing good design 
for these systems. A number of Oregon plants were investigated for potential treatment 
of copper and zinc, sediments, and nutrients.”

Book Review: Oregon Big Tree & Shrub 
Measurements

Oregon Big Tree & Shrub Measurements 
Jerry Black. 2020. ISBN 978-0-578-59836-9. 208 pp. Self-published by the author; print on 
demand for $45. Order by contacting Jerry Black (blackeagletree@yahoo.com). 


If you have an interest in big trees, especially ones that are too big to wrap your arms 
around, this just might be the book for you. The book starts with a preface that provides 
the background of the author followed by several pages explaining how big trees are 
measured. The book focuses on National Champions (the largest in the US), although 
many of the trees and shrubs are (or were) Oregon State Champions. Numerous color 
photographs include almost all of the measured trees, supplemented by historical black 
and white images. Archival images include a 1947 picture of Oliver Matthews (1892- 
1979), who located seventeen Oregon Champion Trees, and a picture of Maynard 
Drawson (1924-2012), who published five books about Oregon's Champion Trees. The 
book, which measures 8.5 x 11 inches and is about a half-inch thick, is by far the best 
book produced on Oregon champion trees and shrubs. 


Disclaimer: Jerry is a friend of mine as we share a passion for field work and 
documenting these massive giants. As Oregon’s most prolific nominator of champion 
trees in Oregon, my photo is in the book too. The largest tree that | nominated in the 
book the is Coquille River Giant which was a stump when Eric Rutquist and | discovered 
it. The statistics for this Port Orford Cedar were DBH (diameter breast height) 21.4 ft., 
circumference 67 ft. 2 in., height 245 ft. (est. height of 285 ft. before top was wind 
sheared), average crown spread 106 ft., footprint 24 ft. in diameter, and verified ring 
count 1755 years! The archival pictures show that the tree had robust foliage and was in 


good health when felled. Oregon has amazing giant trees and shrubs, and the historical 
trees were even more astounding.

The calypso orchid is a widespread herbaceous species that occurs in coniferous and 
mixed forests of high northern latitudes around the world (i.e., its range is 
circumboreal). This sylvan species inhabits a wide elevation range, from near sea level to 
mid- and high-elevation in the Coast Range, Cascade, Siskiyou, Blue, and Wallowa 
Mountains (Oregon Plant Atlas). In late April of this year | encountered the calypso orchid 
at a coniferous forest site near Shotgun Creek in the Coburg Hills between the Mohawk 
and Willamette Valleys. This mature stand of Douglas-fir (Pseudotsuga menziesii) was 
surrounded by clearcuts, yet under the intact canopy, calypso orchids were abundant 
throughout the lush moss and thick litter of the forest floor. 


Calypso is a monotypic genus characterized by a solitary bright pink flower bearing an 
inflated pouch (saccate lip) resembling a delicate slipper. Shoots with a single, broadly 
ovate, cordate-based leaf emerge each spring from an underground corm, hence the 
specific epithet bulbosa. The genus name is shared with the beautiful nymph of Greek 
mythology who held Odysseus on an island for seven years, and translates from Greek “to 
cover” or “to conceal.” 


Oregon hosts one (var. occidentalis) of four natural varieties and one naturalized hybrid. 
It grows in mountainous areas of California, Washington, Idaho, Alaska, and British 
Columbia. The flowers are open-pollinated and self-compatible, and the plant employs a 
deception strategy in attracting native Bombus species that serve as pollinators 
(Ackerman 1981). Newly emerged queens are drawn to floral markings inside the floral 
pouch, which indicate the presence of a nectar reward. The advertisement is, however, 
a ruse, and visitation often declines quickly as individual bees learn that there is no 
return for their efforts. Consequently, as with other species employing similar deception 
Strategies, pollination and fruit set can be low, although this could also be attributable 
to other environmental conditions such as canopy cover (Abeli et al. 2013). 


For all appreciators of wildflowers, the calypso orchid is a beautiful early spring denizen 
that draws us to seek it in the forested slopes of our mountain ranges in Oregon.

The workshop will be taught by Dr. Cindy Roché, a life member of WNPS since 1997 and a 
member of NPSO since 1998. Roché is one of the five authors of the Field Guide to 
Grasses of Oregon and Washington, which will be used as the textbook for the workshop. 
The workshop includes review of grass morphology and terms, practice keying in the field 
using a hand lens with fresh grass specimens, and exposure to recent taxonomic name 
changes. We will work with as wide a range of grass genera as possible in the area, 
including common and rare, as well as native and introduced species (including noxious 
weeds). We will also explore ways to identify the grasses by vegetative characters. The 
later date will allow us to include fresh material of higher elevation species as well as 
warm season grasses at the lower elevations. The Field Guide to Grasses of Oregon and 
Washington, published in 2019 by OSU Press, is the culmination of 16 years of work with 
the Carex Working Group photographing, mapping, and developing keys for all Poaceae 
species growing outside cultivation in Oregon and Washington. 


This workshop is useful to anyone who needs or wants to be able to identify the 
components of the environment that belong to the grass family (dryland and wetland 
ecologists, wildlife biologists, weed specialists, farmers, range conservationists, and 
anyone with a curiosity about the world around them). It can be a refresher for long-past 
education or a start for beginners. Workshop participants should have basic plant 
identification skills, willingness to learn to perceive small features and patience for using 
keys featuring minor or overlapping differences. 


Dr. Roché has been working with grasses for over 40 years, starting as a range 
conservationist with the Forest Service in northeastern Washington. She completed an MS 
in range ecology at Washington State University in 1987, and a PhD in Plant Science at 
the University of Idaho in 1996. After moving to Oregon, she worked as an illustrator for 
the grass volumes for the Flora of North America, and as a field botany contractor for 
the BLM and Forest Service at Medford. Four years ago, she moved back to the east side 
of the Cascades, where she has gained a deeper appreciation for the dry-side grasses. 


Book Review: The Other Oregon 


The Other Oregon: People, Environment, and History East of the Cascades 
Thomas R. Cox. 2019. Oregon State University Press, Corvallis. 431 pages with notes and 
bibliography. Paperback. $29.95. 


Dr. Thomas R. Cox, professor emeritus of history at 
a a San Diego State University, in San Diego, has 
occa produced a work that is the result of his passion for 
OT HE = Oregon. Having grown up in eastern Oregon, and a 
~~ graduate of the OSU History Department, with an UO 
Doctorate, he admits he was warned not to write 
about this subject during his working career. After his 
retirement, he chose to publish this book despite the 
PEOPLE, ENVIRONMENT, . . 
WE rots cautions expressed to him. He felt he had to tell the 
EAST OF THE CASCADES story that he believed was so important and that he 
had kept unwritten for years. 


To the botanists who might be interested in this 

book, Cox is not a botanist, nor is he interested in 

Į botany, but he describes the use of the land of 
eastern Oregon by how its natural resources were exploited. Thus, his book can be useful 
as a background of how and when these extractive impacts occurred, which is relevant to 
both conservation and botanical issues. 


THOMAS R. COX 


It is easy to imagine how he had been saving bits of stories and historical connections 
throughout his academic years, accumulating notes and bibliography. And now, finally, 
he could highlight his belief that the land and the people were interdependent. Cox 
wants to explain how these sixteen counties experienced a separate and distinct history 
than the other 40 percent of the area of Oregon. 


The Oregon Trail in the 1840-60s traversed only the northeastern part of the newly- 
minted state, following the Snake, Owyhee and Columbia Rivers westward toward the 
ultimate goal of the luxuriously green areas around the Willamette Valley. An 1860 map 
of the new state of Oregon, however, distinctly labels everything south of that wagon 
route through eastern Oregon as “Unexplored.” The scholarship of the history of this 
region is scarce, and rarely gets its due. 


He tasks himself to describe the economic development of eastern Oregon using 
extractive industries as a theme. He begins with early settlement, and describes the 
environmental impact of the successive decades of discovery and resource extraction. 
Starting in the 1850s, miners started expanding into Oregon, trying to ascertain if its 
mineral resources could yield as well as those in California. Next, cattle and sheep 
owners moved in to support the prospectors, miners and an influx of settlers seeking 
irrigation to water the desert. Old growth forests provided lumber for a growing nation. 
Railroads arrived to move these ‘extractables’ to other markets. Oregon’s resources 
were heavily used, and due to continued disturbance and changing climate, few areas 
have recovered to the lush dryland fescues and wildrye that Cox envisions. 


The story Cox tells is not without merit. While there are century-old ranches in eastern 
Oregon, just as there are Century Farms in the Willamette Valley, he ignores the 
environmental strategies that must be part of preserving their long-term source of 
livelihood. The story from Cox’s personal strategy was to look at all the counties 
together. By focusing on this he is diverted from the rich stories of the people who 


inhabited this spare land with its harsh, dry climate. By removing that voice in his works, 
he misses the personal and cultural stories that really tie the land together. 


He begins a strong story about the Malheur region of Harney County in the 1860s when 
Peter French and Hugh Glenn from the Sacramento area brought herds of cattle into the 
area for summer forage. He seems dismissive as he says the conflict ended in “death.” 
He doesn’t say anything about the conflict, or even who died (Peter French). As this 
happens, chapter after chapter, newcomers to this topic will be left confused. His 
concluding chapter revisits southeastern Oregon to tell the story of the armed occupation 
of the Malheur Refuge in 2016. The book was published before the 2019 world premiere 
in Burns of the “Malheur Symphony” by composer Chris Thomas of Pendleton, aimed at 
rejoicing and healing the people of the post-incursion Malheur lands, and performed by 
the Central Oregon Symphony. 


So why should you consider having this book in your library? To Cox’s credit, his 
scholarship and thorough crediting of sources are reflective of his academic background. 
One can spend as much time reading his notes and bibliography as the text to piece the 
Stories together. There are so few complete compilations of this specific region’s 
bibliographies that this one book references, it could well become a long-time ‘go-to’ on 
any scholar’s bookshelf. One of its drawbacks is that it does not make reference to some 
of the more recent and complete resources. Wayne Kee, of Prineville, for one, has put 
out two volumes describing the most important scholarly and printed materials on 
eastern Oregon.

Book Review: Mariposa Lilies Exposed 


Mariposa Lilies Exposed - Photography of the Mariposa World 

Jeanette Sainz. 2020. no ISBN number. 234 pp. Self-published by the author through 
Blurb. Available for $175 plus shipping from Jeanette Sainz (PO Box 438, Los Alamos, CA 
93440). The book measures 12 34 x 11 x 1" and weighs just over 4.5 lbs. 


This book is the culmination of the decades that Jeanette travelled with her husband 
Darwin Sainz in pursuit of photos of the genus Calochortus. This beautiful coffee table 


book celebrates these flowers that 
resemble butterflies in their complex Mariposa Lilies Exposed 
color patterns (thus the name i 
mariposa, Spanish for butterfly). The 
name Calochortus, means “beautiful 
grass” in Greek. As the title 
“Exposed” infers, this book is a 
collection of excellent close-up 
images of mariposa lilies that grow in 
Western North American. Although 
the genus extends into Mexico, those 
species that grow only south of the 
border are not included. Ron Parsons 
(co-author with Mary Gerritsen of the 2007 book Calochortus) wrote the foreward, which 
is followed by a Table of Contents organized by the three subsections: Calochortus 
(Pulchelli, Eleganti, Nudi, and Nitidi), Mariposa (Venusti, Macrocarpi, Nuttalliani, and 
Gunnisoniani) and Cyclobothra (Weediani). A few introductory pages describe hybrids, 
response to fire (Calochortus are often fire-followers), and non-conformists. 
(Nonconformists are Calochortus species that mix up the colors and patterns that are 
strikingly different from the norm.) Sainz gives a history of her life-long love of mariposa 
lilies, summarizing 40 years spent searching for them: "These outings can take anywhere 
from hours to days, driving endless miles, searching roadsides, climbing hills, dealing 
with insects, ticks, poison oak, foxtails and heat, all the while discussing what's next.” On 
the following pages the reader is rewarded by exceptional photographs with multiple 
images of each species of Calochortus, including some habitat photos. This book does not 
contain distribution maps nor does it describe the taxonomy that distinguishes the 
various species. It is simply a wonderful celebration of the beauty of this group of 
flowers.

1, present at least one illustration of every genus being described. John Myers, 
OregonFlora’s principal artist, has created hundreds of original pen and ink drawings for 
this volume. For each taxon, he prepares a pencil sketch based on the resources 
available: herbarium specimens, photographs, and live material. A whole plant drawing 
captures the growth habit of the taxon, and illustrations of various plant details help 


users understand distinguishing features. Once confirmed to align with the taxonomic 
description and identification key leads, John then applies permanent ink to the pencil 
sketches and scale bars. The artwork is then scanned and arranged—often with drawings 
of other taxa—into plates. Tanya Harvey orchestrates the design and layout of the Flora 
volumes, arranging both the written and the graphic content of the flora to become a 
resource that is both beautiful and enjoyable to use. 


Due to budget cuts within OregonFlora, John is no longer a staff member; however, we 
are exceedingly fortunate to have him continue his work for the Flora on a contractual 
basis as funds are available. Stay tuned for information about a challenge drive later this 
year to support the complete illustration of Volume 3 of Flora of Oregon!

Plant of the Month: Collinsia tinctoria 


Collinsia tinctoria is in the Plantaginaceae and known in Oregon only from Jackson 
County, in the vicinity of Gold Hill. | refer to it as “frown flower" - look at those flowers! 
This species is also known from northern California and inhabits dry woods and chaparral. 
The common names are Sticky Chinese Houses and Tincture Plant - tincture refers to the 
iodine like sap that stains your hands if you pick the plant. The flowers in the first photo 
are growing in association with Asclepias cordifolia (purple milkweed). The attractive 
leaves are often mottled (second photo).

What’s happening with OregonFlora? 


OREGON 


1. Volume 2 of the Flora of Oregon will be going to the printer 
y by the end of the summer. While the floristic treatments for 
a the volume have been complete for a number of months, we 
have been doing the final work on the front chapters and their 
related appendices. This 880-page book is packed with 
information—detailed descriptions of 1,668 species, 
distribution maps, 782 illustrations, 59 pages of front material 
with 95 color photographs, thousands of entries in 5 
appendices, and an index capturing all instances of scientific 
and common names in the treatments. We have worked hard to produce a resource that 
is accurate, consistent, and elegant and is also a pleasure to use. We will be announcing 
the ability to pre-order your copy from the publisher as soon as possible. 


2. The redesign of the OregonFlora website is still underway. The complexity and 
comprehensive nature of this project rivals that of the paper publication of three 
volumes of the Flora. It has also involved us working within the Symbiota software 
development community and contributing new content and design to allow the 
OregonFlora site to share plant diversity information in ways not available through the 
provided content. We are currently working with an excellent programmer and graphic 
designer, and the target date for our public launch is in mid-September. This date is a 
challenge for our team to accept and undoubtedly a disappointment to many; we 
appreciate this. It is our hope you trust that the quality and usability of what we are 


producing will fully meet your needs for facts and the application of plant diversity data 
when the site becomes available. 


3. The OregonFlora offices, along with the OSU Herbarium, the Dept. of Botany & Plant 
Pathology and other occupants of Cordley Hall, will be moving in August to temporary 
housing as the building undergoes a major renovation. With the constraints that Covid-19 
has placed on social interactions, our staff has been and will largely continue to work 
remotely for the foreseeable future. Our contact information remains the same. 


4. We appreciate the sustained support and enthusiasm of the NPSO and its membership. 
Together, we are capturing information about our state’s plants and sharing it with all 
people in an effort to bring awareness, appreciation and enjoyment of Oregon’s botanical 
resources to diverse users. Your help is always valued.

Oregon Mystery Plant 


Last month's mystery plant revealed: Malheur Cryptantha, or Idaho Cryptanth 
(Cryptantha propria, formerly Oreocarya propria). This species was once considered rare 


and had status on ONHP List 4, but it was dropped in 2010 
because it was “too common.” Except for one old collection 
in Wheeler County, its distribution is limited to southeastern 
Oregon north to Baker County and in adjacent southwestern 
Idaho. Habitat is described as “dry, open, clay or ash-barren 
basins” but Roché found it in a lava scabland on top of a 
ridge. It flowers in late May and early June, but since nutlets 
are so helpful in Boraginaceae, it should be easy to identify 
later in the season. Cryptantha propria is distinguished from 
species in the area by its lack of bristly hairs on the upper 
surface of the leaves; they are definitely bristly-hairy on the

margins and under surface. Because so many of the plants in southeastern Oregon are 
part of the Great Basin flora, a good key to use for Cryptantha there is Flora of Steens 


Mountain by Donald Mansfield (OSU Press 2000). 


New mystery plant! This matted plant was photographed by Kareen Sturgeon who found 
it growing on a rocky/gravely slope at about 9700’. In Oregon, the species is found only 
in Malheur and Harney counties. Can you guess the ID of this plant? The answer will be 


revealed in the next eBulletin.

Plant of the Month: Lithospermum incisum 


This plant is known by a number of common names: Fringed puccoon, Narrowleaf 
gromwell and Narrowleaf stoneseed. “Puccoon”" is a Powhatan tribe term derived from 
the word "poughkone’” which refers to plants that yield a dye - in this case a red dye 
obtained from the roots. | discovered a scattered colony of these plants growing on a dry 
riverbank above the Snake River in extreme northern Malheur County, Oregon. The 
scientific name of this plant is Lithospermum incisum, the epithet incisum referring to 
the incised petals. Lithospermum ruderale (Western stoneseed) grows nearby, and both 
plants are in the Boraginaceae. This is the first known report of this plant in Oregon.

Online program: From Extinction to Recovery? Reintroducing Golden Paintbrush to 
the Willamette Valley 

Dr. Tom Kaye, founder and Executive Director of the Institute for Applied Ecology, will 
present this topic on Zoom. Members of Emerald Chapter will receive more information 
on registering in our September newsletter. Last documented in the wild in Oregon in 
1938, golden paintbrush (Castilleja levisecta) was apparently extirpated from Oregon 
through agriculture, urban development and habitat invasion by exotic weeds. Several 
populations remained in Washington and British Columbia, but even these have been in 
decline in recent years. The species was listed as Threatened by the federal government 
in 2000, and in 2004 became one of the first plants in the country to have a written 
reintroduction plan. Since 2010, the Institute for Applied Ecology has teamed with the 
US Fish and Wildlife Service to reintroduce this iconic prairie plant to western Oregon 
grasslands in an attempt to bring it back to the state, and in the process contribute to its 
full recovery and potential removal from the threatened species list. This process has 
faced many challenges, including the need to restore habitat for the species in the 
process and unravel its basic biology, from seed germination to its hemiparasitic 
relationships with host plants through root-to-root connections. This presentation will 
provide a tour of the history of the species in Oregon, research into its habitat 
relationships, and a summary of reintroduction and habitat conservation successes (and 
failures) in Oregon and rangewide.

Oregon Mystery Plant 


Last month's mystery plant revealed: Mat buckwheat, Eriogonum caespitosum. This 
specimen was photographed in June 2000 on the East Rim of Steens Mountain and 
identified in the field by Barbara Ertter, Stu Garrett, and Nick Otting (see photo). This 
native species is commonly found in early summer in shrub steppe, subalpine and alpine 
habitats in Harney and Malheur counties and in Great Basin and Rocky Mountain ranges. 
As the name implies, mat buckwheat is a densely matted species with basal leaves 
covered with wooly hairs and single heads of bright yellow flowers borne at the top of 
short bare stems. It is distinguished from E. umbellatum var. dichrocephalum, which may 
also be matted and found in similar habitats, but whose flowers tend to be cream to light 
yellow.

Plant of the Month: Agastache parvifolia 


Small-leaf giant hyssop or horsemint (Agastache parvifolia) Lamiaceae 


Small-leaf horsemint, previously known only from California, extends north into Oregon 
in southern Klamath County which borders Modoc County. | found small colonies of small- 
leaf horsemint in an area heavily grazed by cattle in the hills east of Malin. It was 
growing with Penstemon palmeri, and both were severely grazed. Their dry, rocky 
habitat was characterized by basalt, ranging from large boulders, to talus shards and 
scree, to fine sandy soils with some clay strata. Small-leaf horsemint is much more 
common in Modoc County, extending south into Lava Beds National Monument (where no 
cattle grazing is allowed). Small-leaf horsemint, with small triangular leaves, is closely 
related to the very common nettle-leaf horsemint (A. urticifolia), which 

has broadly lanceolate leaves. Two other Agastache species are listed in the Oregon Flora 
checklist: A. cusickii, Cusick’s giant hyssop, which is reported from Oregon, Idaho, 
Montana and Nevada, and western giant hyssop, which is native to Washington and 
Oregon.

Leading and Learning from a Distance: A New 
Era of Fieldwork

In the spring of 2017, after receiving my cap and gown from Reed College in Portland, | 
accepted the position as NPSO Conservation Research Intern with the Institute for 
Applied Ecology (IAE) in Corvallis. This was the start of my ecological career and my first 
field season monitoring many of Oregon’s native and threatened plants, and | was more 
than excited. 


Our projects took us from the sagebrush steppe of eastern Oregon to the shores of 
Willapa Bay. The 2017 season flew by and left me in awe of Oregon’s natural landscapes, 


cementing my love for ecological work. Now, three years later, | returned to IAE as the 
Crew Lead of the same crew that was so formative for me. | knew | had big shoes to fill, 
and | was eager and nervous. 


But this time it was different. COVID-19 was sweeping the globe, leaving everyone with 
uncertainty and fear. Our in-person intern crew was reduced from three to one, Justin 
Ford, a Corvallis local. But we were overjoyed to have our first virtual intern, Amy 
Slentz, who joined us in video discussions ranging from ecological justice to biological 
illustration. 


A healthy Kincaid's lupine is never too far away to measure, as evidenced 


here by Conservation Research Intern Justin Ford. 


Our season started at Herbert Farm and Natural Area, a local site purchased by the City 
of Corvallis that has undergone restoration and is now home to many native plants. We 
met with masks on and stayed six feet apart. Our timing was perfect, and we were 
greeted by fields of Sidalcea virgata, Camassia leichtlinii, Ranunculus occidentalis, and 
my personal favorite, Delphinium menziesii. It was Justin’s first introduction to many of 
these showy native flowers, so our outing ended with a brief crash-course on keying 
plants. 


The following week was our first big trip, and we traveled south to Roseburg to monitor 
populations of Kincaid’s lupine (Lupinus oreganus). As the obligate host plant for larvae 
of Fender’s blue butterfly, an endangered species, healthy populations of Kincaid’s 
lupine are critical for their survival. We set up transects, measured foliar cover, and 
counted racemes at four sites in the area, stopping to look at flashy flowers like 
Linanthus and the parasitic ground cone, Boschniakia, along the way. 


After Roseburg we prepared for our most adventurous trip: monitoring Mulford’s 
milkvetch (Astragalus mulfordiae) in eastern Oregon. Mulford’s milkvetch is listed as a 
sensitive plant species, and thrives in the sandy substrate of the shrub steppe habitat. 


IAE has monitored this species for over 10 years, with the goal of understanding its 
population dynamics and impact of ungulate grazing, off-highway vehicle use, and 
invasive grass encroachment. Each day we visited a different site, collecting plant 
demography and transect data. We were happy to see the prickly Opuntia and showy 
flowers of Phacelia and Balsamorhiza. 


After our week-long trip to eastern Oregon, we immediately hit the road back to the 
Roseburg area to monitor crinite mariposa lily (Calochortus coxii), a rare species 
endemic to a ten-mile serpentine ridge system between Riddle and Myrtle Creek. We 
climbed serpentine ridges to establish and monitor new transects in an effort to estimate 
the population size before the installation of the Pacific Connector Gas Pipeline, which 
we feared would cut through the heart of this delicate plant’s population. 


After weeks of camping and travel, our final field trips were all local: monitoring 
Kincaid’s lupine at Oak Basin, a site holding its largest known population, and Fir Butte, 
an 18-acre prairie located on the outskirts of Eugene. By this point we moved through 
transects with ease measuring foliar cover and counting racemes. Tucked between 
bracken fern and Rubus, we were overjoyed to find little white dots on the underside of 
the lupine leaves, eggs of Fender's blue butterfly!

Oregon Mystery Plant 


Last month's mystery plant revealed: The mystery plant 
last month was alderleaf buckthorn (Rhamnus alnifolia), 
not previously reported for Linn County. It was known 
from the southern Cascades in Klamath County and from 
the Blue Mountains in northeastern Oregon, but not from 
the western Cascades in northern Oregon. It is dispersed 
by birds (and bears), so large gaps between populations 
are common for this species. It is distinguished from 
Cascara buckthorn (Rhamnus purshiana) by its finely 
toothed leaf margins and acuminate leaf apex. Also, the 
veins in the leaves of Cascara buckthorn loop to connect 
on the leaf margins. 


New mystery plant! This diminutive annual was photographed on a steep, rocky slope in 
southeastern Oregon where it reaches the northernmost limit of its range in the deserts 
of the western US. Leaves are cobwebby-silky, pinnately to bipinnately lobed; stems may 
be glabrous or puberulent; discoid heads are mostly white but may be pale pink or 
yellow.

Plant of the Month: Layia fremontii 


Fremont's tidy-tips (Layia fremontii) Asteraceae 


Fremont’s tidy-tips (Layia fremontii) is known in Oregon only from the sandstone Payne 
Cliffs Formation north of Sams Valley in Jackson County. It is a low growing flower to 5 
inches tall and is in the sunflower family (Asteraceae). In the one Oregon location where 
it was found, it is common in openings of the chaparral habitat whiteleaf manzanita 
(Arctostaphylos viscida) and wedgeleaf ceanothus (Ceanothus cuneatus). It is limited to 
sunny openings on shallow soils derived from sandstone. | discovered the population of 
tidy-tips in May 2012. Since then, a new property owner has denied access to the site.

Fungi are not Plants! 


No, fungi are not plants. In fact, fungi are more closely related to humans than they are 
to plants. Nevertheless, fungi and plants engage in numerous important ecological 
interactions, ranging from parasitism, where the fungus attacks a living plant, to 
mutually beneficial symbioses (most mycorrhizae), to cases where a plant is fed by a 
fungus (i.e., achlorophyllous plants that “eat” truffles for lunch). Pictured at the top of 
the bulletin, we have a presumably saprobic species, consuming leaf litter and 
ultimately returning nutrients to the soil - another important ecological 

function. Perhaps future research will reveal that an unusual symbiosis is involved in the 
production of the elegant reproductive structures of this species.

Oregon Mystery Plant 


Last month's mystery plant revealed: The desert 
pincushion (Chaenactis stevioides) is a nondescript 
annual that - according to the OregonFlora - is found in 
“shrublands, grasslands, dry slopes and flats, and 
talus.” Nevertheless, after scrambling up a steep draw 
in the Pueblo Foothills RNA/ACEC south of Fields, my 
students and | were delighted to discover a healthy 
population of this tiny plant flowering on a rocky 
slope. It’s distribution in Oregon is limited to the southeastern corner of the state (one 
disjunct population east of Steens Mountain), but it is widely distributed in arid and 
semi-arid regions of California and in the Great Basin. Once listed by the Oregon Natural 
Areas Program as a taxon of conservation concern, it was subsequently delisted.

Plant of the Month: 
Triphysaria eriantha ssp. eriantha 
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Johnny tuck AKA butter-and-eggs (Triphysaria eriantha ssp. eriantha) 
Orobanchaceae 


This annual herb is widespread in California but, in Oregon, it is restricted to the 
extreme southwestern corner of the state. For example, it is common in Jackson County, 
especially on the west side of Interstate 5 near the Central Point north exit, which is 
where these images were taken. It grows in shallow soils in very open habitat and is an 
early bloomer (images taken 11 April 2010). This native is characterized by a hairy 
purple stem and a spike of flowers, each with a thin, purple upper lip and a wide lower 
lip divided into three white and yellow pouches. It is a facultative root parasite, gaining 
nutrients through haustoria attached to the roots of other plants.

Online Program: Darlingtonia Botanical Wayside: a Unique Plant Community on the 
Oregon Coast 

Presenter: Mary Santelmann. 

Darlingtonia californica is a carnivorous plant native to northern California and Oregon, 
and the only member of the Sarraceniaceae found west of the Rocky Mountains. The 
species was discovered in a marsh adjacent to an upper Sacramento River tributary and 
recognized by John Torrey as a new species of pitcher plant. He named it for his dear 
friend, botanist William Darlington. Darlingtonia Wayside, a small state park located on 
the Pacific coast, is the only state park in Oregon dedicated to the protection of a single 
plant. The fen at Darlingtonia Wayside is of particular interest due to the size and vigor 
of the population. However, the fen is of interest to botanists not only because of the 
occurrence of D. californica, but because this wetland is also home to many species that 
occur in few other places in Oregon. The unique plant community found at the site 
includes many species belonging to taxa that most commonly occur in boreal peatlands; 
species such as Ledum glandulosum, Eriophorum chamissonis, Drosera 

rotundifolia, several species of Carex and Sphagnum. 


This presentation will cover the history of the site and its ecological setting, as well as 
ongoing research designed to help the Oregon State Parks monitor site conditions and 
manage the vigorous population of Darlingtonia currently found at the site. Dr. 
Santelmann will also discuss potential threats to the Darlingtonia population and the fen 
itself, and present results from monitoring conducted at the site over the past three 
years. 


Dr. Mary V. Santelmann is Director of the Water Resources Graduate Program and 
Professor in the College of Earth, Ocean and Atmospheric Sciences at Oregon State 
University.
